Dems Control a House of Cards 


Trailing in the polls, 
Obama-led party is 
forced to play defense

Their control of the House in peril, 
Democrats are playing defense all 
across the country. Disgruntled vot- 
ers, a sluggish economy and vanish- 
ing enthusiasm for President Obama 
have put 75 seats or more — the vast 
majority held by Democrats — at 
risk of changing hands. 

The party could become a vic- 
tim of its own successes during 
the past two elections, when can- 
didates were swept into power by 
antipathy for President George W. 
Bush and ardor for Obama. Now, 
eight weeks from Election Day, the 
Democrats are bracing for the vir- 
tual certainty of lost House seats 
and scrambling to hold back a wave 
that could hand the GOP the 40 it 
needs to command a majority 

Obama, grasping for a way to 
turn the tide, on Wednesday plans 
to propose $30 billion in new 
investment tax breaks for business- 
es to go along with tens of billions 
in spending he called for on Labor 
Day to invigorate the slow recov- 
ery. But even if Congress acts on the 
requests — a long shot in a highly 
charged political season — there’s 
little time left for Democrats to sal-

With Obama’s popularity 
slumping and the party demor- 
alized, dozens of first- and sec- 
ond-term Democrats as well as 
longer-serving congressmen who 
haven’t faced serious challenges 
in years are toiling to hold onto 
their jobs in places that tend to 
prefer Republicans.

Wildfires Scorch Colo. 



Firefighters work 
to beef up efforts as 
blaze doubles in size 

Boulder, Colo. 

David Myers knew it was time to 
leave when he looked out into the 
forest and spotted bright red flames 
towering skyward. Then came 
a blinding cloud of smoke and a 
deafening roar as the fire ripped 
through the wilderness. 

“You can hear just this con- 
sumption of fuel, just crackling 
and burning. And the hardest thing 
is ... you couldn’t see it because 
at the point the smoke was that 
thick,” he said. 

Myers was among about 3,500 
people who desperately fled the fire 
after it erupted in a tinder-dry can- 
yon northwest of Boulder on Mon- 
day and swallowed up dozens of 
homes. Residents packed every- 
thing they could into their cars and 
sped down narrow, winding roads 
to safety, encountering a vicious 
firestorm that melted the bumper 
of one couple’s van. 


Gov. Bill Ritter declared a state 
of emergency Tuesday as officials 
nearly doubled the fire’s estimated 
size to more than 7,100 acres, or 11 
square miles. At one point the plume 
from the fire could be seen in Wyo- 
ming, 90 miles to the north. 

Authorities investigated reports 
that the fire started when a car 
crashed into a propane tank. They 
are also trying to figure out why 
an automated phone alert system 
failed for two hours during the 
evacuation, forcing authorities to 


go door-to-door to search for peo- 
ple in harm’s way. 

The fire caused no known inju- 
ries as residents appeared to get 
out in time. But many spent Tues- 
day in shelters wondering if their 
homes still existed. Boulder County 
Sheriff Joe Pelle said nine volunteer 
firefighters were among those who 
lost their homes. Winds pushed the 
fire through three canyons where 
disease, drought and beetles have 
killed pine trees, dan elliottand

Study: U.S. Can’t Stop Lighting Up 



Atlanta 

U.S. smoking rates continue to hold 
steady, at about one in five adults 
lighting up regularly, frustrated 
health officials reported Tuesday. 

About 21 percent of U.S. adults 
were smokers in 2009, about the 
same percentage as the year before, 
according to the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. The smok- 
ing rate — which fell dramatical- 
ly since the 1960s — has basically 
been flat since about 2004. 

Teen smoking, at nearly 20 per- 
cent, has not been improving late- 
ly, either. Health officials believe 
they’ve lost momentum because 
of cuts to anti-tobacco campaigns 
and shrewd marketing by cigarette 
companies. The new report suggests 
that more than 46 million American 
adults still smoke cigarettes 

“It’s tragic,” said CDC direc- 
tor Dr. Thomas Frieden, who 


calls smoking the No. 1 prevent- 
able cause of death in the United 
States. He estimates that smoking 
kills 1,000 Americans a day. 

Some experts were particular- 
ly disheartened by a CDC finding 
in a second report that nearly all 
children who live with a smoker 
— 98 percent — have measurable 


tobacco toxins in their body. 

Experts say tobacco taxes and 
smoking bans are driving down 
rates in some states. But nation- 
wide, they say, progress has been 
halted by tobacco company dis- 
counts or lack of funding for pro- 
grams to discourage smoking or to 
help smokers quit, mike stobbe (ap)

Skin Afflictions Besiege Miners 


Limited cleanliness, 
constant humidity 
add to health issues 

San Jose Mine, Chile 

Rescuers have sent down anti- 
biotics and ointments and were 
working Tuesday to blast cool, dry 
air to 33 miners trapped a half- 
mile underground for more than 
a month. 

All the men have suffered from 
skin sores, foot fungi or abrasions, 
and infections could prove dan- 
gerous in the sweltering heat and 
humidity, with rescue at least six 
weeks away. 


Scrapes, cuts and infections like 
athlete’s foot and jock itch are usu- 
ally just minor annoyances. But 
trapped as they are in unrelenting 
86-degree heat, with humidity at 
88 percent, the miners don’t have 
anyway of drying out. 

In videos transmitted from 
down below, the miners can be 
seen shirtless and sweating. 

In such an environment, any 
open wound presents a serious risk, 
so the miners have been instructed 
to use extreme caution. A simple 
cut from moving rocks could lead 
to dangerous infections, Chilean 
Health Minister Jaime Manalich 
told the Associated Press. 

Most at risk are diabetics, who

face increased complications from 
skin infections under the best cir- 
cumstances. There is at least one 
diabetic among the trapped min- 
ers, who has been receiving insulin 
through the narrow bore holes. 

The constant exposure to mois- 
ture creates the possibility of infec- 
tions, especially when the men are 
living and sleeping together in close 
quarters and can’t shower, accord- 
ing to Dr. Boni Elewski, a derma- 
tology professor at the University 
of Alabama, Birmingham. 

“The longer they are there 
in this situation, the higher the 
risk that someone will develop a 
serious skin problem,” she said.

Mozambique’s government is 
reversing bread and water price 
increases that had touched off 
deadly riots, the planning minis- 
ter said Tuesday. 

Protests last week in the capital, 
Maputo, over hikes in the costs of 
bread, water and electricity turned 
violent, with demonstrators clash- 
ing with police. The health depart- 
ment put the death toll at 13. 

Planning Minister Aiuba Cuere- 
neia told reporters that a loaf will 
cost about 14 cents. He said an 
increase in the price of water also 
would be reversed but that high

French strikers disrupted trains 
and planes, hospitals and mail 
delivery Tuesday amid massive 
street protests over plans to raise 
the retirement age. Across the Eng- 
lish Channel, London subway work- 
ers unhappy with staff cuts walked 
off the job. 

The protests look like the pre- 
lude to a season of strikes in 
Europe, from Spain to the Czech 


Republic, as heavily indebted gov- 
ernments cut costs and chip away at 
some cherished but costly benefits 
that underpin the European good 
life — a scaling-back process that 
has gained urgency with Greece’s 
$140 billion bailout. 

In France, where people poured 
into the streets in 220 cities, set- 
ting off flares and beating drums, 
a banner in the southern port city 
of Marseille called for Europe-wide 
solidarity: “Let’s Refuse Austerity 


Plans!” The Interior Ministry said 
more than 1.1 million people dem- 
onstrated throughout France, while 
the CFDT union put the number 
at 2.5 million. 

French protesters are angry 
about the government’s plan to do 
away with the near-sacred prom- 
ise of retirement at 60, forcing peo- 
ple to work until 62. The goal is to 
bring the money-draining pension 
system back into the black by 2018.

The Tale of IVvo Marinas 



Egyptian coastal 
area boasts newly 
opened ancient city 

Marina, Egypt 

Today, it’s a sprawl of luxury vaca- 
tion homes where Egypt’s wealthy 
play on the white beaches of the 
Mediterranean coast. But 2,000 
years ago, this was a thriving 
Greco-Roman port city, boasting 
villas of merchants who grew rich 
on the wheat and olive trade. 

The ancient city, known as Leu- 
kaspis or Antiphrae, was hidden for 
centuries after it was nearly wiped 
out by a fourth-century tsunami 
that devastated the region. 

More recently, it was nearly 
buried under the modern resort of 
Marina in a development craze that 
turned this coast into the summer 
playground for Egypt’s elite. 

Nearly 25 years after the city’s 
discovery, Egyptian authorities are 
preparing to open ancient Leukas- 
pis’ tombs, villas and city streets 
to visitors — a rare example of a 


Classical era city in a country bet- 
ter known for its pyramids and 
Pharaonic temples. 

“Visitors can go to understand 
how people lived back then, how 
they built their graves, lived in 
villas or traded in the main agora 
[square],” said Ahmed Amin, the 
local inspector for the antiquities 
department. “Everyone’s heard of 
the resort Marina; now they will 
know the historic Marina.” 

The history of the two Mari- 


nas is inextricably linked. When 
Chinese engineers began cutting 
into the sandy coast to build the 
roads for the new resort in 1986, 
they struck the ancient tombs and 
houses.

Pastor’s Burning Desire 

A Florida minister refused to back down from plans to bum copies of the Koran 


Gainesville, Fla. 

A Christian minister said Tuesday that he will 
go ahead with plans to burn copies of the Koran 
to protest the Sept. 11 terrorist attacks despite 
warnings from the top U.S. general in Afghan- 
istan and the White House that doing so would 
endanger U.S. troops. 

Pastor Terry Jones of the Dove World Out- 
reach Center said he understands the govern- 
ment’s concerns but plans to go forward with 
the burning this Saturday, the ninth anniver- 
sary of the attacks. 

He left the door open to change his mind, 
however, saying that he is still praying about 
his decision. 

State Department spokesman PJ. Crowley 
echoed a warning from Gen. David Petraeus, 
calling the plan to burn copies of the Koran 
“un-American” and saying it does not repre- 
sent the views of most people in the U.S. 

“While it may well be within someone’s 
rights to take this action, we hope cooler heads 
will prevail,” Crowley said. He said burning cop- 
ies of the Koran would be “inconsistent with 
the values of religious tolerance and religious 
freedom,” and potentially puts the lives of U.S. 
soldiers and diplomats at risk. 

Jones, who runs the small, evangelical 
Christian church with an anti-Islam philoso- 
phy, says he has received more than 100 death 
threats and has started wearing a .40-caliber 
pistol strapped to his hip. 

The threats started not long after the 
58-year-old minister proclaimed in July that 
he would stage “International Burn a Koran 
Day.” Supporters have been mailing copies of 
the Islamic holy text to his Dove World Out- 
reach Center to be incinerated in a bonfire 
that evening. 

The fire department has denied Jones a 



required burn permit for Saturday, but he has 
vowed to go ahead with his event. He said law- 
yers have told him his right to burn the Koran is 
protected by the First Amendment whether he 
has permission from the city or not. 

Muslims consider the Koran to be the word 
of God and insist it be treated with the utmost 
respect, along with any printed material contain- 
ing its verses or the name of Allah or the Prophet 
Muhammad. Any intentional damage or show of 
disrespect to the Koran is deeply offensive. 

The Vatican newspaper on Tuesday published 
an article in which Catholic bishops, including 
Archbishop Lawrence John Saldanha, of Lahore, 
Pakistan, criticized Jones’ plan. 

“No one burns the Koran,” read the headline 
in Tuesday’s L’Osservatore Romano. 


Jones’ plan has drawn formal condemnation 
from the world’s pre-eminent Sunni Muslim insti- 
tution of learning, Al-Azhar University in Egypt, 
whose Supreme Council accused the church of 
stirring up hate and discrimination, and called on 
other American churches to speak out against it. 
Last month, Indonesian Muslims demonstrated 
outside the U.S. Embassy in Jakarta, threatening 
violence if Jones goes through with it. 

“Whenever there’s a perception that Amer- 
ica is somehow anti-Muslim, that harms our 
image and interests around the Islamic world,” 
said Ibrahim Hooper, spokesman for the Coun- 
cil on American Islamic Relations, a Washing- 
ton-based Muslim civil rights group that has 
worked to discredit Jones and counter his mes- 
sage.

Study; Potomac Pollution Cut 


Scientist says river is 
healthier now than 
it was in the 1950s 

Washington 

A new study finds underwater grass- 
es in the Potomac River are rebound- 
ing as restoration efforts are cutting 
pollution in the waterway. 

Grasses are a key habitat for 
many species and an indicator of 
waterway health. 

The U.S. Geological Survey said 
Tuesday that coverage in the lower 
Potomac has doubled since 1990.

Researchers also found native 
plants had increased, with more 
than a dozen species now found in a 
stretch that was almost barren dur- 
ing a 1978-1981 USGS study. 

USGS scientist Dr. Nancy 
Rybicki says the increases have 
occurred as cuts have been made 
in sediment and pollutants such 
as nitrogen from sewage. 

“These conditions are actu- 
ally better than they were in the 
1950s. The portion of the Potomac 
that we’re talking about was com- 
pletely devoid of vegetation in the 
1950s,” Rybicki said, (ap)

Redskins enter talks 
to send Haynesworth 
back to his old team 

The Redskins 

The Washington Redskins and the 
Tennessee Titans are in discussions 
about a trade of disgruntled defensive 
tackle Albert Haynesworth, people 
with knowledge of the negotiations 
told The Associated Press. 

The people spoke to the AP Tues- 
day on condition of anonymity because 
the talks are confidential. 

Washington signed Haynesworth 
to a $100 million contract in 2009 as 
a free agent, and the tackle accept- 
ed a $21 million bonus in April. It’s 
been a nonstop battle of wills between 
Redskins coach Mike Shanahan and 
Haynesworth since then. 

The Redskins’ new regime has 
wanted to trade Haynesworth for 
some time, but no teams apparently 
were willing to offer the compensa- 
tion the Redskins sought in exchange 
for a player who has already been paid 
$32 million — including $21 million 
on April 1 — for essentially one sea- 
son. There has been speculation about 
how much money interested teams 
would have to send to the Redskins to 
help offset the money they have paid 
Haynesworth. 

But NFL teams are prohibited from 
“trading money,” according to two 
people familiar with the situation. 
Teams cannot send any money to the 
Redskins to spur a trade. 

Moreover, the Redskins have 
repeatedly indicated they might be 
open to accommodating Haynes- 
worth with a trade if he was willing 
to give back a portion of his signing 
bonus. But it is highly unlikely Hayne- 
sworth would give back any of the 
guaranteed $41 million owner Dan- 
iel Snyder agreed to give him, espe- 
cially with multiple team sources indi- 
cating Shanahan is highly frustrated 
with the ongoing Haynesworth drama 
and could be finally ready to make a 
move. So if the Redskins trade Hayne- 
sworth, it appears they would have to 
accept a huge loss on the contract he

signed in February of 2009. 

On the field, the team’s handling 
of the star defensive linemen so far 
this week raises questions. 

If Haynesworth is in the team’s 
plans for the season opener against 
Dallas, as Shanahan seemed to indi- 
cate Monday, then why has he partic- 
ipated in so few plays during the first 
two days of practice? 

Two team sources said Haynes- 
worth had few reps during the prac- 
tice sessions, which is highly unusual 
if the Redskins want him to be pre- 
pared to face the Cowboys. 

Washington’s locker room dealt 
with a new distraction every week 
last season. And Week 1 of this sea- 
son already has a talking point that 
will overshadow Sunday’s game for 
some. 

“It’s very distracting, but we try 
not to let it get to us,” linebacker 
Brian Orakpo said Tuesday afternoon. 
“Because we’re tired of talking about 
it, Albert’s tired of talking about it, 
[Mike] Shanahan’s tired of talking 
about it. Everybody is. We want to 
move on to be a normal team in this 
league and not worry about individ- 
ualism. ...We got a big game coming 
up, and we can’t be worrying about 
No. 92 right now and all this specu- 
lation.”

Better” is an infectious track that fea- 
tures some of her most entertaining lyrics 
to date: “It’s all ooh la la and ahh oui oui/ 
Sippin’ vin blanc in our lingerie/Choppin’ 
heads off with Madame guillotine/even 
the French know bet- 
ter than to [expletive] 
with me.” 

It’s also, not coinci- 
dentally, one of Snoop 
Dogg’s greatest guest 
spots in recent histo- 
ry, as the two hover 
and flirt from line to 
line, sounding more 
like a duet than his usual phoned-in-and- 
pasted verse. (We’re looking at you, Katy 
Perry.) 

“Pt. 2” is not without flaws. She drops 
a few awkward words in a rap segment at 
the end of “Include Me Out” (if even the 
Pussycat Dolls couldn’t make the word 
“whatchamacallit” sound sexy, it proba- 
bly can’t be done), and the sterility of the 
robotic “We Dance to the Beat” saps out 
much of her charm and allure. 

The most captivating moment on 
“Pt. 2” is the closer. With the simple 
piano/string ballad “Indestruc- 
tible,” Robyn shows she doesn’t 
need electro beats and bleeps to 
command attention. Despite the 
strength its title implies, it isn’t a 
girl-power anthem. The love song 
mirrors the fragility in her voice as 
she embraces her vulnerability: “I’m 
gonna love you like I’ve never been 
hurt before/I’m gonna love you like 
I’m indestructible.” 

It’s almost impossible to see

It’s either ambitious or foolish for Robyn 
to release a trilogy of albums this year, 
despite the success of June’s “Body Talk 
Pt.

Will George W. Bush's 
upcoming tome best 
his predecessors'? 

Publishing 

Already in distinctive company as 
an American president, George W. 
Bush seeks to join an even more 
select group: president AND top- 
selling author. 

George W. Bush’s book, “Deci- 
sion Points,” is set for release this 
fall by Crown Publishers. It’s not 
an autobiography. Bush says, but 
an analysis of key moments in 
his life, from quitting drinking to 
invading Iraq.

Since the New York Times 
began its weekly lists of best-sell- 
ers in 1942, only six of the 13 com- 


manders in chief have placed a 
book at the top spot for nonfiction 
— none while president. 

Dwight D. Eisenhower and 
Barack Obama did it before they 
took office. Jimmy Carter and Bill 
Clinton did it after their terms. John 
F. Kennedy’s “Profiles in Courage” 
took first place after his assassina- 
tion, and an edited edition of Ron- 
ald Reagan’s diaries reached No. 1 
after his death. 

Richard M. Nixon wrote 12 
books. Harry Truman, Lyndon B. 
Johnson, Gerald R. Ford and George 
H.W. Bush also gave it a shot. 

Presidential memoirs bring 
prestige to their publishers and 
can draw healthy sales. Yet they 


are not known for stylistic prose 
or introspection. Self-serving to a 
fault, they tend to play down their 
authors’ flaws and failings. 

“Memoirs are a running start 
on legacy spinning,” says Douglas 
Brinkley, a Rice University histo- 
ry professor. Rather than provid- 
ing unique insights, such tomes 
can seem more aimed at bolster- 
ing fundraising for the presidential 
library, Brinkley says. “When you 
start having memoir ginned out 
by committee,” he says, “it loses its 
intimacy and authenticity.” 

Obama will join his fellows 
soon: Crown has already signed 
him for a post-presidential work.

App Lets You Get Lost 


IPhone's mTrip uses 
GPS, Local reviews 
to highlight hot spots 

The new iPhone application mTrip 
is a travel guide and then some: It 
uses the latest in smart phone tech- 
nology to make it easier to stay on 
track in a foreign locale. 

But isn’t getting lost part of the 
fun of traveling? For me, yes. For 
others, maybe not. 

So-called “augmented reality” 
became more widely available about 
a year ago and takes advantage of 
a smart phone’s GPS and compass 
features, along with access to high- 
speed wireless networks, to mash 
up super-local Web content with the 
world that surrounds you. 

It works like this: You turn on 
the application, hit the augment- 
ed reality button and then look 
through your phone’s camera at

the Brooklyn Bridge or the Empire 
State Building. Icons pop up that 
show you other points of interest, 
or restaurants within a half-mile 


of your location, whether the res- 
taurant is open and what review- 
ers are saying about it. 

The mTrip developers partnered 
with Sparks, a massive travel guide 
company, to provide content but 
also rely on user-generated reviews 
and suggestions. There’s a spot in 
the app that allows you to send a 
new place back to mTrip for reviews 
and additions to its list. 

The app also has something 
called mTrip genius, which works 
similarly to the genius feature in 
iTunes. You note whether you want 
more or fewer parks, religion or 
monuments, and it designs an itin- 
erary for you. 

Overall, I felt the app was a bit 
busy, but developer Frederic de Par- 
dieu noted it’s not necessary to use 
every feature offered. 

“We give you options,” he said. 
“You do with them what you like.”

Sharpen your knife 
skills to make meals 
taste better and keep 
your hands cut-free 


Chop Talk 

Does slicing an onion leave your 
kitchen looking like a “Transform- 
ers” battle scene? Do your fingers 
bear the scars of past dicing disas- 
ters? It might be time to brush up 
on your knife skills. 

Learning the proper way to 
wield a blade helps reduce the stress 
some cooks feel when staring down 
a cutting board. Prep time goes 
faster, especially if you know the 
techniques for tackling a pepper or 
carrot. And the way you cut every- 
thing up can have a big impact on 
your finished product. 

“When you read a recipe and 
it says to make a small or medium 
dice, you need to know what that 
means,” says Joe Raffa, head chef 
at Oyamel (401 7th St. NW; 202- 
628-1005) who periodically teach- 
es knife skills classes at La Cuisine 
(323 Cameron St., Alexandria; 703- 
836-4435). “If you cut one vegeta- 
ble an inch square and another a 
quarter inch, they’ll cook different- 
ly. Your dish won’t work out.” 

So, if you want to cook like an 
Iron Chef, you must chop like an 
Iron Chef. And you won’t learn 
how by tuning into the Food Net- 
work. “The only way to get knife 
skills is to take a class or work in a 
professional kitchen where some- 
one teaches you,” says Susan Holt, 
co-owner of D.C. cooking school 
CulinAerie (1131 14th St. NW; 
202-587-5674). “It’s not intuitive. 
It’s like playing golf or a stringed 
instrument — you have to have 
someone show you the right way 
to do it.” 

The right way includes the cor- 
rect posture (stand up straight, cut 
at right angles) and hand placement 
(choke up on the handle and pinch 
the blade between curled index fin- 
ger and thumb) needed to perform 
that rocking motion expert chefs 
do so easily. 

Students also learn safety tips 
to avoid slicing and dicing them-

to go. It’s mainly a matter of what 
feels good in your hand. “There’s 
a weird expression that you don’t 
choose the knife; the knife choos- 
es you,” says Luke Taylor, assistant 
culinary program manager at Sur 
La Table at Pentagon Row (1101 S. 
Joyce St., Arlington; 703-414-3394), 
which also offers a knife skills class. 
“And that’s the good thing about 
taking classes — we literally let 
you play with every single knife 
that’s around.” 

Expect to pay between $100 
and $300 for a good chefs knife, 
a necessity for any home cook. Get 
a high-quality honing steel to go 
along with it, then supplement that 
with less expensive paring, boning 
and serrated knives. 

Once you’ve spiffed up your 
collection, care for it. Hand-wash 
knives, then store them on a mag- 
netic wall holder or a drawer with 
covers over the blades. When they 
need to be sharpened, it’s best to 
let a pro do the job. La Cuisine and 
Sur La Table both do sharpening. 

“Along with fire and maybe your 
favorite pot, knives are probably the 
most important tool in the kitch- 
en,” says Raffa. “Knowing how to 
use a knife safely and efficiently 
will make the difference between 
cooking as fun and cooking as a 
stressful chore.” 

And those onions won’t 
get the best of you anymore.
